If y ou liv e in the Dix on city 
limits this y ear, y ou will pay $33 
more in property tax es for each 
$10,000 of assessed v aluation than 
it cost y ou last y ear. 
. 
This y ear’s tax bills are already 
in the mail. 
Personal 
property 
tax es and one-half of real estate 
tax es are due on or before J une 
1. 
The remainder of the real estate 
tax is due on or before Sept. 1. 
While bills will be arriv ing soon, 
already fiv e deputy township as­ 
sessors under Ed Mahan, are out 
making 
assessments 
for 
nex t 
y ear’s tax es. They hope to wind 
up their work by May 15. 


Last y ear it 
cost residents in­ 
side the city limits slightly less 
than $3.75 per $100 assessed v alu­ 
ation as opposed to this y ear’s 
$4.08 ; or $37.50 per $1,000 assessed 
v aluation last y ear compared to 
$40.8 0 this y ear; or for each $10,- 
000 assessed v aluation, y ou paid 
last y ear $375, this y ear y ou will 
pay $408 . 


Keeping in mind that the “ as­ 
sessed v aluation” represents 6 0 
per cent of actual fair cash v alue 
of property , be it furniture, car, 
home, other personal property or 
real estate. 
By comparison, residents liv ­ 
ing outside the city limits, but 
in Dix on Township, hav e a $24 


increase per each $10,000 assessed 
v aluation, some $9 less than resi­ 
dents inside the city . 


For each $10,000 assessed v alu­ 
ation, residents outside the city 
will pay $212 compared to city 
residents pay ing $408 , a whopping 
difference of $19 6 . 
Prime reasons 
for 
increases 
this y ear in both 
the 
city and 
Dix on Township are the tax raises 
for Dix on School District and Sauk 
Valley College. 
Sauk Valley College 
The tax hike for the college is 
slightly less than 14 cents or com­ 
pared to last y ear’s 9 cents per 
$100 assessed v aluation, y ou pay , 
this y ear, 23 cents. 


Using the increase more realis­ 
tically , for each $1,000 assessed 
v aluation y ou pay this y ear $2.30 
compared to last y ear's 9 0 cents; 
for each $10,000 assessed v alu­ 
ation. this y ear y ou pay $23 com­ 
pared to last y ear's $9 . or a dif­ 
ference of $14. 
For the Dix on School district 
the increase is almost the same 
going from $1.9 1 per $100 assessed 
v aluation to $2.02 cents this y ear, 
or an 11 cent tax hike. 
For each $1.000 assessed v alua­ 
tion, y ou paid last y ear $19 .10 
compared to this y ear’s $20.20, or 
on each $10.000 assessed v alua­ 
tion. the increase goes from $19 1 
to $202, a jump of $11.

TV skm grafts o f the front of 
her neck and undersurface of her 
ehin are co ntracting and pulling 
bar chin and lo wer lip o ut o f 
shape. This mo ther wants to kno w 
whether there is such a thing as 
a graft o f the full thickness o f 
the skin, o r if grafts are limited 
to the o uter skin lay ers. 
Disto rtio ns due to co ntractio n 
o f tear tissue is o ne o f the diffi­ 
culties frequently enco untered fo l­ 
lo wing deep bums. A split thick- 
pass iraft must be applied to all 
deep bums to co v er the denuded 
area but. whan th« graft has tak­ 
en and the area is fully co v ered, 
a full thickness graft mu st be 
used in any area that is subjected 
to stretching, as in the neck o r 
ether jo ints. This is a tediou s 
pro eeat but in the hands o f a good 
plastic surgeo n the results are 
usually ex cellent. 
The mo ther also wants to kno w 
whether the grafted area will | 


grow as her dau ghter grows and 
how to find a good plastic su r­ 
geon. How well the graft keeps 
u p with the child’s growth w’ill 
depend on how mu ch scar tissu e 
is inv olv ed. The healthy grafted 
skin will continu e to grow bu t the 
scar tissu e won’t. To locate a plas­ 
tic su rgeon, or any other ty pe of 
specialist, 
this 
mother 
shou ld 
contact the nearest teaching hos­ 
pital or cou nty medical society . 
What are the chances of can­ 
cer forming in the bu rned area? 
Du s area does not carry any spe­ 
cial risk of cancer formation bu t 
u lcers of the stomach and du o­ 
denu m are frequ ently a compli­ 
cation in persons who hav e su f­ 
fered sev ere bu rns. 
Q—My dau ghter, 9, has a deep 
pockmark on her forehead. This 
is a resu lt of a recent bou t of 
chickenpox . What is the best way 
to get rid of it? 
A—If the pitting is confined to 
the ou ter lay ers of the skin there 
are two methods of treatment— 
chemosu rgery , which consists of 
apply ing chemicals to erode the 
skin su rrou nding the pockmark 
and 
dermabrasion 
or su rgical 
planing, which is accomplished 


with a steel bru sh that rotates at 
high 
s p e e d . These measu res 
shou ld be attempted only by a 
qu alified skin specialist after he 
has determined that the process 
can be ex pected to help y ou r 
dau ghter. 
If the pitting is too deep for 
su ch treatment she may . when 
she is a little older, want to 
adopt a hair sty ling that cov ers 
the pockmark.

made the life of the criminal 
mu ch more difficu lt. 
Of the thou sands of methods 
o f committing mu rdar that art 
hu manly possible, large nu m­ 
bers of them art seldom u sed 
by ev en the most desperate, he 
say s, 
simply becau se of the 
ability of tht medical patholo­ 
gist te discov er the cau se. To­ 
day , ev en the most stu pid per­ 
son wou ld not consider commit­ 
ting mu rder by arsenic poison­ 
ing, for instance. 
To Crtwt, "it i* absolu tely 
incredible” that society shou ld 
rely 
so 
heav ily 
on 
scien­ 
tific criminology and y et com­ 
pletely ignore its potentialities. 
What he has in mind is a new 
kind of laboratory ’ which wou ld 
contain a wide spectru m of sci­ 
entist* and instru ments and de­ 
v ices. It wou ld be abou t 10 
times the size o f the FBI lab­ 


oratory and u se equ ipment of 
tht 
highest 
performance—the 
the largest and fastest compu t­ 
ers av ailable, a nu claar raactor 
for neu tron activ ation work, all 
of the most modern analy tical 
tools in chemistry , phy sics and 
biology . 
It wou ld hav t a staff ef High­ 
ly trained phy sicists, chemists, 
mathematicians, 
pathologists, 
ect. It wou ld be integrated with 
the

commu nity 
as 
elosely as possible and be at 
least 
partially

control. The whole thru st of the 
loboratory wou ld be to stu dy 
the total problem of crime. 
Crewe

technology hav # a role not only 
in crime detection bu t crime 
prev ention. In the matter of 
crime on the streets, “it is at 
least conceiv able.” he say s, that 
citizens cou ld be licensed to car­ 
ry miniatu rized police call sy s­ 
tems in the form of small radio 
transmitters. A call for hel| 
cou ld be au tomatically and in 
stantaneou sly transmitted to the 
local police. 
The fingerprint identification 
sy stem has not been dev eloped 
as far as it cou ld, he say s. Com­ 
pu ters cou ld help here. Compu t­ 
ers cou ld also make possible 
the catalogu ing and identifica­ 
tion of criminals by phy sical 
characteristics. 
“Granting that these effort* 
may be costly , the cost wou ld 
be infinitesimal compared to the 
cost to society of crime itself,” 
say s Crewe.
